The 30. of May, hauing hoyſed anker, they ſet _ witha 
North Northweſt wind, keeping vpon the coaſt of England, 
ind about twelue of the clock, they paſſed Beueſide, the wind 
being Faſt Northeaſt, they holding their courſe Welt South- 
weſt,being cloſe weather, which cauſed the Generall to ſayle 


Weſtward,the better to haue the coalt of nage in ſight, but 


all the day continued cloſe weather, yet in the Go 
had a fight of Goutſtaert, and ſo ſay ling til night, they ankered 
not farre from Plimmouth. $727: 


The I. of Inneearly in the morning, making towards land, 
about fixe of the clocke they arriued at Plummouth,where the 
Generall ſent a Pinace to land, to know if any of their ſſups

had arriued there, betauſe certaine of them had failed out of 
the Taſſel not long before, wluch they thought to haue found 
at Plimmouth bur not finding any, about noone they let ſaile 
& departed, holding their courſe South Southweſt: & about e- 
uening hauing a fide wind, they failed Welt Southweſt, with 
ſuch darke & cloſe weather, that they could hardly ſee þ legth 
of a ſhip from them, which cauſed them ſometimes to ſhoot off 
muskets, ſomtimes ſlings, to let the other ſhips know that they 
were not farre frõ che, that they ſhould not ſeparate thẽſelues. 
The 2. of Iune, hauing a calme with cloſe weather, they 
met al together, and holding their courſe South ſouthweſt, ha- 
ung the wind Eaft Northeaſt, 

The z, of Iune, ſtill hauing an Eaſt Northeaſt wind, they ſai- 
led very ſlowly ſometimes on the lee, ſometimes in the wind, 

to ſtay for certaine of their ſhips that were ſomewhat behind, 


and in the end being all together, the Generall held his courſe

The. of Iune, the General put forth 2. flags, & ſhot off tyo 
peeces, for a ſigne to call all the Captaines & Maſters, to come 
aboord of his ſhip, there to hold a Marſhall allembiy, which 
was preſently performed, each of them putting foorth their 
boates, to boord him, hauing as then paſt Heyſſane about ten 
mules, with a Southweſt wind, running South ſoutheaſt: and in 
the euening hauing a Southealt wind, all the Nauy held their 
courſe South ſouthweſt, ws 

The 5,&6.of lune, it was calme with great clappes of thun- 
der, ſailiug then vnder 47. degrees, 

The . of lune, they had a Weſt wind, whereupõ the whole 
Nauy ſet their courſe South ſouthweſt: after that, the wind cõ- 
ming North, they failed Southweſt, yet very ſlowly, by reaſõ ; 
ſame ofthe ſhips were ſo far behind, that they 584 hardly be 
diſcerned, whereuponthe reſt ofthe ſtups ſtated for thẽ:at the 

famettme the Generall made an order fr the diuiſiõ of their

I be ninth of Tune, Roy eſpied the coaſt of Galiſia, as then 
hauing a North-weſt wind, holding their courſe South-weſt, 
and about three of the clocke in the after noone, the whole 
nauie hauing turned about, & made to ſea- ward, not l6g after 
they made towards the land again: but being too low from Zs 
Coroagie, ; General cauſed the whole Name to put to ſea again. 
The tenth of Iune, the Nauie ſailing again towards * 
they had a Southweſt wind, and in the euening a Northweſt 
wind, wherwith they ſayled weſt, being not far from the land. 
The eleuenth of Iune, earlie in the morning, the whole Na- 
uie making towards the ſhore, & being vnder the land, percei⸗ 
uing . Hawk to be as high as the Corougie, they ſet their 
courſe Weſt South weſt, the wind being Eaſt North- eaſt, & a- 
bout noone came before the Corougie : where being come, 
and ſtaying for three of their ſhips that were behind, which 
were the ſhips of Cornelis. C lauſ. Captaine Ianſ. and a Pinace: 
In the meane time they made all the preparation they could, 
and about one of the clocke ſpreading all their ſay les, they 
into the heauen, all together caſting anker, very neere wi 
the ſhot of the town: ——— thoſe of the Corougie ſhot di- 
vers great peeces at thẽ: which dangerous ankering the nauie 
well perceiuing, and finding no conuenient place to land their 
men, about 5. a clockeun the euening they hoyſed anker: which 
the town perceiuinꝑ, began to ſhoot more ſiercely, but did not 
any hurt vnto the 1 The ankers being vp, there fell ſuch a 
calme, that the ſhippes were in great daunger, for that the

The 16. of Iune, in the er & wind being North, they 
held their courſe South Southweſt, & about the ſame time,the 
Admirall ob» Garbrantſ. put forth a flagge in his ſterne, de- 
ſiring to haue certaine Pinnaces, that were vnder his quarter, 
to come on board of his ſhip:but none went aboard, but kept 
wich the whole fleet to Leeward.

The 17. of lune, hauing a Weſt wind, they ſet their courſe 
South Southweſt, and about euening they perceiued among 
their fleet a ſtraũge ſhip;& a barke with three baſes, wherupon

The 21, & 22, of Iune, having a good ſwift forewind,they 
held their courſe South South- welt, at whichtime the Gene- 
rall cauſed the whole Nauie to bee aduertiſed, that euerie man 
ſhould behaue and rule himſelfe, according to the Articles in 
that caſe prouided, and eſpecially following the 4 I. and 42, 
Articles, the contents whereof do follow,

W hoſoeuer without ſpecial cauſe, & that firſt made known 
vnto his officers, ſual breake out of his array, where he ſhal be 
appoynted to abide, or that ſhall ſeeme to flie out of any hat- 
taile or enterpriſe, whether it be before a towne or otherwiſe, 
he ſhall and may preſently bee ſlaine or ſtabbed by any man 
whatſoeuer; & being take and impriſoned, ſhal be — 
traitour, and in that caſe puniſhed with death, withc ut any fas 
uour. | 
Any man being placed and ſet to defend any fort,ſconſe,or 
trench, whether hee be captaine or ſouldiour, eyther by wa- 
ter or by land, ſhall defend and keepe the ſame, to the laſt ex- 
tremitie, both with words and workes, not doing any thing to 
the contrarie, whereby the ſame ſhould be loſt without extre- 
mitie, vpon paine of death, without fauour or. exception. 
No man muſt giue himſelfe to take any ſpoyle, without

Hereunto ad ding, that no man ſhould venture or be ſo bold 
dau defile or deflowre any maide or woman whatipeuery vpon.

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| Irwas likewiſe commaunded by the Generall, that no man 


ſhould kill or murther any woman or children, (vnleſſe they 
were found in armes to reſiſt)vpon paine of death. 

Alſo it was determined by the Generall, and the reſt of the 
Captaines, the better to encourage the ſouldiours, as alſo for 
other cauſes and reſpects, that what priſoner ſoeuer ſhould be 
taken, able to pay a good ranſome, the tenth part of the ſaid 
ranſome ſhould be giuen to the ſaylers and ſouldiours, the reſt 
to him that tooke fim priſoner. 1 

Alſo that when they determined to aſſaile the firſt Caſtle 
or fort, they ſhould cauſe a pike with a fane to bee ſet vp vpon 
the land, and as long as the fane ſtirred wich the wind, 2 |

The 23. of Iune, hauing a good fore- wind out ofthe North, 
they held eheir courſe South South weſt, ſending out a pin- 
nace to ſeeke for land, for that as then they were of opini- 
on not to be farre from it, which pinnace about euening retur- 
ned backe againe. r 1 

The 24. of Iune, ſtill hauing a North winde, they held their 
courſe South ſouth- weſt, and the ſunne Being South=caſt, they 
ſent out three pinnaces to diſcrie lãd, at which time the Vice- 
admirall of the red flag put forth another flagge, deſiring cer 
taine captaines to come board his ſhip, whereof ſome boar- 
ded him, & about fix of the clocke in the cuening they diſcried 
lad, heruntothey made, holding their courſe Eaſt ſoutheaſt. 
The 25. of lune, in the morning very earlie, they were vn- 
der Lanſerottes, and then held their courſe South South- weſt 
and by Weſt, and in the euening diſcryed the Iſland of great 
Canaria, ke eping the whole night vnder the Illand. 

The 28. ot Iune, in the morning very early being doſe vn- 
der the Iſland, they made to the ſhore, meane time making 
Preparation to land their men in ſmall boates, approaching

| HA they . 
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they ofthe caſtle began to ſhoot, but che Hollanders eſteemed 
not thereof, but to the contrarie went ſo cloſe-ynto the Caſtle, - 
that they nught reach it with a musket. : 

Vnder the Caſtle therelay three Spaniſh ſhips, whereof the 
greateſt was by the Hollanders ſhot vnder water and ſunke,. 

The Caſtle ſhot hard againſt the Hollanders, and the ſhips 
in like ſort againſt the Caſtle, eſpecially out of the Generals 
ſhip, as alſo out of many of the other ſhippes,ia ſuch ſort, that 
the Iſland ſeemed to be compaſſed about with fire; during 
the which ſhooting, the ſouldiours were put into ſmall boates, 
and o rowed to land, | | 

The Spaniards vpon the downes neere the ſhore, had cer» 
taine baſes, wherewith they ſhot hard ypon the Hollanders 
boates, at their entring vpon the land, but the Hollanders 
ſtayed with their boates, being readie to land: for it was ſo 
appoynted, that not any man ſhould ſeeme to ſet foote on 
land, but mult ſtay hard by the Generall : allo that not a- 
ny of them ſhould ſpread any colours, before hee ſhould hee 
landed, and yet they muſt not doe it, before the Generall 


ſhould bee on ſhore, who onel/ had an wm. Kt nn Pine 


nace. Thoſe of Zealand and North-Holland were appoin- 
ted to land towardes the Towne, and thoſe of Amſterdam, 
and ofthe Maze, towards the Caſtle, and all at one time, 
The Caſtle perceiuing ſo many. boates manned, beganne 
to ſhoote ſlowly, for 4 the Captaine of the Caſtle made his 
ſouldiours beleeue, that they had not aboue halfe a barrell of 
yder left, whereupon they left off 5. : whereat the 
paniards that lay in the dow nes, beganne to ſſie, and then all 
the boates that lay ready manned,rowed to land. 
Firſt the Generalles Con which being cloſe by the ſhore, - 
the Spaniards percciuing, to (let him from landing) skip- 
pedinto the water vp to the chin, againſt the Generals boate, 


and fought ſo boldly with the Hollanders, that the Generall 
; himſelfe ſtanding valiancly in the boate fighting, and ready to 


leape on the ſhore, was in the end forcedtoreturne and the- 


Spaniards made ſo hot an aſſault, oy a Captaine ſtanding — 
the 
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the Generall, was thruſt into the arme, but diuers of the 
Spaniards were ſhor, ſo that in the end not many remained to 
make reſiſtance, FRE 
Witch that the Generall yaliantly leaped into the wa- 
ter vp to the middle: and after him followed Albert lanſen 
Cox enſigne, who hauing ſpred his colours, all the reſt of 
the boates rowed to land „ having giuen a great vale of 
ſhotte againſt the Caſtle, The ſouldiours being landed, 
and ſtanding in order of battaile, being about foure thou- 
ſand men, the Generall cauſed Dammas Herloo, one that 
could ſpeake good Spaniſh, to aske them of the Caſtle, if 
they would yeelde it vp : and hauing parled for the ſpace of 
an houre, in the meane time the Generall ſette vp a vane 
n apike, to warne the ſhippes' not to ſhoote againſtthe 
: Cale ; which ſhooting preſently ceaſed: and being in 
parle, in the end they of the Caſtle agreed to deliuer it vp, 
vpon condition, that the Spaniards ſhould depart without a- 
ny armes, which was preſently done. In the which Caſtle 
the Generall placed Captaine Iahn Allertſ. of Amſterdam, 
who entring into it, found therein fifteene great braſſe pee- 
ces, and ſixe Iron peeces, well prouided with powder 
and munition, being fo ſtrong , that in a manner it was 
1 : the walles betung at the leaſt thirtie foote 
icke. I 
Captaine Toby Allereſ; with his companie being placed ther- 
in, and the Spaniardstothe number of ſixtie perſons gone out, 
the Hollanders ſouldiours being about foure thouſand ſtrong, 
marched towardes the towne ; but by the way, being come to 
a valley not aboue a quarter of a mile from the towne, they 
ſtayed all night vntill the morning : in the meane time diuers 
ne ofthe ſouldiours marched to the towne, & went ſo 
cloſe vnder the walles, that they ſpent the whole night in skir- 
miſhing with the enemie, peel the company of Daumat 
Verloo, where hee loſt many of his men. ö 
The twentie ſeuenth of Iune, in the morning, their enſignes 
wauing in the wind, they marched towards the tow ne: but be- 


+ From the hill ſhotre ſo hard, as alſo fromthe Caſt 


many times the peeces ng drawne halfe way forward, 
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ing within Cannon ſhot of the Caſtle, that ſtood before the 
towne, the Caſtle ſhot mightily vpon the Hollanders, and 
ſpoyled many of their mon, fortlicy could not faile one ſhotte: 
—— they could hardly ſee the Hollanders , yet they 
ſhorte at the enſignes: whereby the Hollanders were con- 


- trained to march ſomewhat aſide to ſhunne their ſhot 3 which 


was eaſie to be done, being round about cõpaſſed with downes: 
but the ſouldiours ſtayed cloſe ynder the walles of the tone, 
where they ſtood out of danger of the enemies ſhotte, for 
that the downes: were ſo great, that they might calily defend 
themſelues from the fhot. Nl | 
The Hollanders in that fort. keeping themſelues cloſe, 
the enemie ſuppoſed that tliey were in minde to retire backe 
againe; ſo that beeing before fled out of the. Towne , they 
returned intoit againe, (as it was certified vnto the Hollan- 
ders) to reſiſt. them, and to that end placed Ordinance vpon 


the hil, that lay vpon the right hand of the e the ſhore, 


where with they did much hurt vnto the Hollanders, for that 
from the ſayd hill they ſhot many of their men, and likewiſe 
ſhotte migheily from the Caſtle with diuers woodden bullets, 
which did much miſchiefe, e hs 

The Generall perceiuing no meanes to 7 the Towne, 
vnleſſe ſome: great ſhotte were planted before i * the

who 
for the want of Iron bullets , ſhotte bullets of Tinne and 
Lead, that no good on his fide could bee done) vſed all 
the ſpeede that might bee, to plant a batterie, and to place 
Ordinance before the Tone. Whereupon ſending for the 
great peeces that lay in the Caſtle that Captaine /oby Allertſ. 


kept, placed as many of them as they could before the 
Tonne, not without. very great labour and paine: for that 


brake their carriages, whereby that day they could bring 
but three peeces before the Towne, whereof two were ap- 
poynted to ſhoote towards the hill, and therewith, (although 


very high to ſhoote vp) draue the Spaniards to ſuch a poynt,

that they left ſhooting, not daring to ſtand cloſe together, 
as they did before the Hollanders ————— 
and when the Hollanders were drawing the peeces towardes 
the tone, many tines ſhot ſome of their men. The Hol- 
landers, hauing ſhot eight times, did likewiſe ceaſe; meane 
time "I. their batterie, in the nighe placing two De- 
mie Cannons among their batterie: but in the meane time the 
Spaniards conuayed all their gobds and treaſure out of the 
town, not many men remaining within it, perceiuing that the 
Hollanders minded to winne it by force; fo that they conuey- 
ed all their goods vpon the hilles. by 
The twentie eight of lune, earlie in the morning, the two 
demy Cannons being placed in batterie againſt the Ca- 
ſtle, 1 Rem Euartſon was appoynted with os 
to ſayle before the Towne, and to ſhoote atit, and they 
on land battered the Caſtle, with two peeces of Artillerie, 
Meane time there were three dewy Cannons more pla- 
red in batterie, which were likewiſe appoynted to batter 
= Caſtle, ſo that as then they beat it * peeces toge- 
mer. 77 7 a 
Then they ſent two companies of ſouldiours vpon the hill, 
who as then had a right path vnto the towne, the one be- 
ing the companie of Menfieur Meorlercke, the other of Coro- 
nell Stoem, the companie of Damas Verloo compaſsing be- 
neath about the foote of the Hill. | 
Inthis ſort the Generall battered the Caſtle with fiue 
er, ſo that in the end the Spaniards within the Caſtle 
rlooke it, and fled, after that the Hollanders had difchar- 
ged fortie foure times yponit |: which the Generall percei- 
ing, preſently ſent a companie of men into it, and with- 
all ſette fire vpon che Towne gate, thereby to make _ 0 
for the Souldiours to enter: but while the gate burnt, che 
Saylors could by no meanes enter into the Towne, 
Bur the two companies of Souldiours t hat went vp the 
hll, had a right path vntothe Towne, as alſo the compame 
of Damas Verivo , that compaſſed about the foote of the = 


— 
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but the Say lors could not enter before the fire was ceafſed and 


the gate emptied, for that the Spaniards had filled the gate with 
ſtones vpto the middle: but the Generall behaued lumſelfe fo 
valiantly, ihat hee cauſed certaine companies with lathers to 
ſcale the walles, he himſelfe in perſon entering with them: 


in the meane time, the three companies from the hill with their 


colours diſplaid, marched towards the towne, and entering, 
went into I market place, where they ſtay ed to ſec if any re- 
ſiſtance would be made. T he fire at the gate being q X 
and the ſtones borne away, the troupe of Amſterdam were 
—_— to bring 4.demy Cannons intothe towne, which 
cy mult do before that any of them ſhouldenter;which was 
232 performed, euery man being very diligent to worke, 
that they might enter into the tone, hoping to get great ti- 
ches, each man thinking to do his beſt, but all in vay ne, for the 
Spaniards had conuay ed all their goods out of the towne, 
While the Demy cannons were drawing into the tone, 
there came a Saylor — of Fluſhing, out of the towne, who 
forthe ſpace of five yeeres had beene kept there in the holy 
houſe, who perceiuing Cornelis Leinſen Admirall of the Zealãd 
ſhips, and for that he knew him, he fel downe at his feet, calling 
lum his deliuerer (next vnder God) out of priſon, wherein he 


had remained for the ſpace of 3. yeeres: which done, hee was 


led before the Generall. | 
Tl)be cõpany of Soldiers being entred into the Caſtle, they 
found in it 3j. great peeces of ordimaunce. 

The ordinance being brought into the towne, & the troupe 
ot Amſterdam,whoſe Coronell was Cornelis Remmiſen,hauing 
vnder him 3. companies of Saylors, being entered, after him 
followed the troupe of Zealãd, wich the troupe of the Maze in 
Holland, Whereof one part being entered, they were com- 


maunded to ſtay in a plaine field, vntill the Generall had ap- 


pointed euery man his quarter: wherby it was very late, before 
the Captaines entered into their quarters, where they found 
the houſes empty, except it were here and there ſome women: 
forthe Spaniards were all fled away wich their goods.

The 2 90f lune,hiauing throughly ſearched througliout tlie 
towne,& not finding any man, the General cauſed certain cõ- 
panies of Souldiers to preſent thẽſelues before the caſtle that 
ſtood vpon the South ide of the towne, & to ſommon them to 
yeeld:but when they approched it, they found no man within 
it. Which done, one cõpany entred, herein they left 20, ſoul- 
diers, and in it they found 3. great peeces of ordinanee, but all 
ſtopped with nailes, ſtones and other ſuch like things, tomake 


the vnſeruiceable. The reſt of the cõpanies reẽtered the toy ne- 
This caſtle ſtood about the length of a Cãnon ſhot ſouthward” 


without the tou ne, being very ſtrõg, for that tlie one fide ther- 
of ſtood in the water, ſo that in a manner it was inuincible. 
But God, in whoſe power all conqueſts conſiſt, had ſtric- 


ken the Spaniards hearts with feare, for it was not vonne by 


force: for aſſure your ſelues, if they had holden the firſt caſtle, 
it would haue beene a very daungerous way to haue paſſed to 
the towyne: and againe the caſtle that ſtood vpon the ſtrand, 
where the ſhips entered, could ſhoote croſſewiſe one from the 
other, ſo that not any man could haue paſſed without great: 
danger. God be praiſed for this victory. | 


But to returne againe vnto the matter, the company of ſoul- 


diers being reentered, in the euening the Generall ſent 10,

ing on land: halfe that day they ſay led before the wind, that 9 


they might reach the ſloweſt ſhips, and the {ame day there 
was ſuch a number offiſhes about the Admirals ſhip, that no 
man could number them, whereby they tooke them in with 
baskets, being as bigge as Smelts, and after them followed 2, 
or 3 hundred! great fiſhes to deuoure them: whereby there 
roſe ſuch a noyſe in the water, as if it had beene a tempeſt - yet 
was the weather very faire and calme: but there ordinarily the 
ſea is fulof fiſh. Qne of the ſaylers bad hanged a paite of bree- 
ches ouer-boord for the ſpace of an houre, and when hee drew 
them vp againe, he found in tliem at the leaſt 700. fiſhes. The 
ſaine day as diuers boates lay on boord the Admirall, one of 
them had the rother broken offby a fiſh, & diuers of the fiſhes

The ſame day the Admirall ſent his pinnace to a riuer a- 
bout foure miles from the Cape de Lowpes Gonſalues, for freſh 
water, where they ſayled about foure miles vp into the Ri- 
uer: whereon there fooda great village , which with their 
pinnace they could not approach, by reaſon that the trees 
ſtood ſo thicke vpon the thee : and as the Pinnace ſayled 
forward, great numbers of Monkics leaped in, and about 
it; at the laſt they ſhotte offa musket , whereupon preſent» 
ly there came diuers wilde men in Cannoes of fixe-foote 
long that brought them (hauing a little Iron and linnen- cloth 
which they had taken with them, to prouide ſome fruite, 
egges, and fleſh for the Admirall) to the village, where they 
found a companie of wilde men ſtanding with their Cap- 
taine, the Captaine hauing a ruſtic ſword vpon his ſhoul- 
der, with an olde cappe vpon his head, which brought them 
preſently into the village, and to their kings houſe, home 
they found fitting making money of mother of Pearle: 
which money (as they fayd)be onely vſed when hee meant to 
buy himſelfe a wife of his enemie, and no man might make 
ſuch money but hee. | 
The Hollanders beeing there, the King preſently layde 
downe his tooles, and fate (till in his ſeate verie ſtoutly, at- 
ter their maner, hauing along beard with diuers rings, 
paynted about his armes; and about his eyes of diuers co- 


lours, with a hatte vpon his head, beeing all ſtucke round 
D 2 about 
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about with great pinnes, in maner ofa crown, in ſuch ſorr,thas 
at the firſt the Hollanders were abaſhed, for that hee ſeemed 
bke a diuell: behind him fatto of his wives, the one all black, 
the other all red painted, and were naked, onel that they had 
certaine cloathes about their priuities. | ; 

Now the Hollanders ſtanding before the King, the King 
ke five wordes one before the other: which words both 
they, and all the wilde men that were preſent, muſt ſpeake af- 
ter him: but the Hollanders vnderſtood not what they meant: 


and when the words were ended, they all together clapt tei 


hands;whereupon the Hollanders had free libertie to goe in- 
to the village to bart le and buy what they would, 

They brought ſome of the Hollanders into their Temple, 
where they perceiueda very old blacke leane mana with a gray 
beard, ſitting as ſlill as if hee had beene dead, at whole feett 
the wilde men fell downe, for they held him for a great Pro- 

het: it is to he ſuppoſed that hee was a ſouth=ſayer, and that 
* dealt with the diuell, for there they knew not what God 
is: when it lighteneth & thũdereth, as there it doth very lore & 
olten, then they pray vnto their Prophet that it may ceaſe: for 
their opinion is, that as then the diuel tempteth them, and that 
hee is ſuppoſed to bee a Soutlii ſayer: the reaſon was, for that 
one of the Hollanders had loſt a peece ot linnen, ahout tenne 
elles long, which ſome of the wilde men had ſtolen from him, 
& there was one of the wilde men that could ſpeak Portingall, 
- that as the Hollanders were going our of the village, ſnewed 
them thereof, and e . the Captaine : where- 
upon the Captain went preſently backe again into che village, 
& to the temple, where he vnderſtood who had ſtolen it, ſo 
that he brought the peece ot linnen to them againe. £ 
- In the vil age you ſhall not finde any handi- eraſts men, 
but onely two Smithes, which made notlung elſe, but heades 
for pikes and darts, for there the wilde men make great 
warrcs againſt their neighbours : euerie ſeuen or eight miles 
mn or a king, by the parting ot certame rivers within the 
F i | .

The women of this village ſeeme to be very deſirous of 
the company of white men, as it appeared at the Hollanders 
departure from them, by a Gentelman, called Lanſcroen, uo 
_ compaſſed about by many of the women, cucry one 
ſought to haue the ir wil of fim: but he not being willing theres 


unto, got away from them. 
The 15. of October inthe morning, they ſaw the Iſland of 
S. Thomas being Northweſt from them, all that day with little 
ſay le, holding Northweſt, they compaſſed about the better to 
know the land. : md d Love 
The 19. of October in the morning, being arrived in the 
road of S. I homas, preſently the Generall landed, with all their 
ſouldiers, and at their landing found no reſiſtance: & ſo march- 
ing orderly towards the tow ne, they met acopany of men co» 
ming from the rowne, who for the ſpace of an hower ſhot at 
them, but the Hollanders loft not aboue 2. or 3. men: wich 
done they marched forward, and they of the rowne fled into 
the moũtaines, ſo that the Hollanders were preſently maſters 
of che tou ne, and at their pleaſures laded the goods which 
they found there, into their ſhippes.

The ſame day, E lert de Iongbe, Captaine of the artillery for 
the viage, in the name of Graue Maurice, the ſtates of Hol- 
land, & the General, ſummoned the caſtell to yeeld, cheir liues 
ſaued, but they refuſedthe condition : whereupon the ſaid Ei- 
lert was by the ſaid Generall ſent againe, to will them to yeeld 
vp the caſtle vpon the aforeſaid conditions, or if they r 
& would ſtay the plating of ordinite(which was ready) before 
, that then they ſhould expeft nothing but death. Which 
they againe denied: ſaying, that they had takẽ an oth vnts the 
King, ſo that they could not ſo lightly yeeld vp ſuch acaſtle, 
The ſame night the battery was * and by day two 
peeces of ordinance were planted, uch they of the gaſtle per- 
ce yuing, in the morning put forth an Enſigne of peace, deſi- 
ring that two of their men might ſpeake with tlie Generalłto

The 21. of Octob. in the morning, by agreement made, tlie

The 22. of October, 200, men being ſent tothe ſecond ca- 
ſtle about an houres going from the towne, onthe North ſide, 
they within the caſtle being afraid, fled and forſooke it, vher- 
in they found three braſſe pecces, which caſtle they preſently 
manned, and at their departure threw it downe. 

The 23. of Octob. the captaine of the Artillery & captaine 
Aue, were appointed to march intothe Iſland, who riding v 
two horſes ſent them by the enemy, preſently ſet forward, for 
ir was the enemies deſire, and in their places two of the enemy 
remained as pledges: and being in the land they found a 
troupe. of about 600. men all naked, with peeces on their 
ſhoulders, except about 40. Portingales that were among 
them, whonorwihſtading ſhewed to weake of com- 
plexion. In this Ilandare many ſlaues, ſome of the Portin- 
gales haue 150, and he is but a meane man, that hath not at 

* leaſt 3. or 400. laues. 
The ſame day they departed, & it was on both ſides agreed, 
chat the next day they ſhould meet againe. 550 

The 24. of October, the {aid captaines went againe into the 
Hand, hauing aduertiſed the Generall what they had done, 
& within 3. houres after returning againe to make report ynto 
the Generall of their proceedings, they found him dead: for

f  Thedeſcription of the I land of $,T homas, 
He Iſland of S. Tbomar, is an Iſland lying right vnder the 
Equinottial line, almoſt round, and in compaſſe 15. Dutch 
miles. In the middle ofchis Iſland ſtãdeth a great hill, compaſ- 
ſed about wich many trees, aboue, & betweene the which trees 
there is continually a cropping clowd,which yeeldeth ſo much 
water;thatiemaketh all the land about to contine moiſt, and 
very apt to bring foorth ſuger, by which meanes the whole 
Iſland abòũdeth ſo much in ſuger: the Iſland is moſt inhabited 
by Moores that gather & dreſſe the ſuger: in it there is but one 
mall towne called ꝓeroaſam. The ayre is very viwholtelome, 
' wherby e ehe hens dwell or come thither, 
commonly cuery 8. daies are troubled withan ague, and loſe 
l men. In it there groweth not any corne, nor 
1 wine:the principall meate of the inhabitants is a roote called 
L, uus, their drmke being water or wine of Palme trees: in 
\ this Iſland are many trees, but fewe that beare fruit, they haus
